A timetable for the bill was set 
up by the Finance Committee 
chairman, Sen. Harry F. Byrd, D 
Va., as the committee ended its 
public hearings Tuesday. 

Byrd said his group would be- 
gin executive sessions on the tax 
proposals a week from today. If 
it doesn’t finish with the bill 
within a week, he said the meas- 
ure will be put aside and public 
hearings will begain July 18 on 
the President’s trade expansion 
bill. These hearings are expected 
to last about a month. 

Some foes of the tax bill said 
they thought the timetable sig- 
naled its eventual doom. 

But Byrd emphasized that he 
would shelve the measure only 
temporarily and that this action 
would carry the approval of, the 
administration. 

The House passed the trade 
bill last Thursday. Like the tax 
revision measure, it’s a major 
item on Kennedy’s 1962 program. 

The tax legislation, which clear- 
ed the House in March, has come 
under heavy attack before Byrd's 
committee. 

Byrd strongly opposes its two 
main  provisions—a $135 billion 
investment credit designed as an 
incentive to business to modernize 
its plant and equipment and a 
withholding system of dividends 
and interest. 

Administration supporters be- 
lieve they have the votes to re- 
tain the investment credit in the 
Finance Committee. But the with- 
holding plans seems likely to be 
knocked out of the bill 10-7 on the 
basis of the present lineup.
